C. J o n ea o f th e I f S t a t e s 
JVavtf.— W e present to our rcnib rs (he follow ¡ngsiimm iry 
of facts, whiclt w-e have gaihere»! from ihe correspondence 
published by C apt. Jo nea, relating to hia controversy wiih 
the 8 ecretarv ol the N av y, on account o f the app ojntm ent 
of Lieut. Slidell. 
C a p t. Jonea re m a rk s , that the S. crcta- 
ry and him self had concluded, after a sitceession of lelters, 
a correspondence w ith regard to the aupoin tm ent <»f ofli- 
cere to the shipa. 
T h e m ailer of difficulty belw ten th< tn 
was the appointm ent o f Lieiil. Slitiell to a coinm and. 
H e 
stood up, possibly, he th in ks, w ith too mucli f-tiffmsa for a 
privilege w hich he thought due to ihe coiiiinander o f ao le- 
epoiiHihie an en terp rise— that o f excluding from the co m ­ 
m and uf any o f llie au x iliary ships, an officer in whom he 
had not the fullest confulence— and lie thinka he m ay have 
in«isted on the right o f Lieut. S lidell's aenioi« proposed for 
the expedition with too much feeling. 
F in ally , the S e c ­ 
retary considereil that it would b« doing an act of injus­ 
tice “ to L ieut. Slidell, to put liim under the com m am l of 
an officer w ho entertaineil such decided objections to him 
as C upt. Jo n e s expressed. 
'I’his con sid eration , the lattei 
ihinke had it been extended to him in ihe first instance, 
would have saved all trouble on the subject. 
C a p t. Jo n e s 
th ink s, it would he etpially an a c t o f injuslice to the supe- 
rio r officers to give the im m ediate control of one ol his su p ­ 
porting ships to n subaltern w ith whom these circiiinsfaii- 
c e s o f e.«trangement ex iste il; an d e8|>ecially as th eap p o in t- 
nient o f L ieut. Slidell to a com m and must nece.ssarily e x ­ 
clude all tlie 1 0 7 L ieutenant«, w ho are his seniors in ran k , 
from any lot or p art in the exp edition. 
A s С а|)1. Jo n e s 
found th at the kind feeling which once prom pted :he S ec- 
retary to assure him , th a t no officer should Iteapixmilct to 
^bo tn he objected, would not avail h im , he delerm m eu to 
sacrifice his ow n exceptions to L ieut. Slidell, and to enV' 
render to the partiality o f the S e c re ta ry , Ins own p rejudi­ 
ces, as they w ere considered. 
H e therefore w rote a letter 
to the S e c re ta ry in w hich he w aived hi* personal ob 
jectioiw to L ieu t. S lidell, 
bis willingness to receive 
him as an officer in the ex p ed itio n , and instsling only on 
the ri<»l»t8 o f the o ther ofluers proposed for the exjiediiion, 
viz: th at they should ta k e station according to stn iorjty 
o f com m ission. 
In agreeing lo la k e him in hie ow n sh ip , 
or in any o th er in the station lo which liis place on the 
N avy R eg ister entitled h im , he found ilmi he h ad even 
gone furiher than tlie S e c re ta ry anticiptiled.
